Storm “Worst | 


Of Winter” 


Trees, Signs Felled By Gale; 
Downpour “Will Reach Full 
Force By Tonight” 


El Dorado County high school 
dismissed classes for the balance of 
the week at 2:15 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon. This action was deter- 
mined upon in view of reports of 
widespread blocking of highways by 
falling trees, and in view of the 
forecast of the “worst storm of the 
winter.” Classes will reconvene 
Monday morning. 

Placerville Grammar School dis- 
missed classes owing to the storm 
at 2:30 o’clock. The grammar 
school will meet as usual on Thurs- 
day and Friday. 


The United Press at noon advised us 
that the Weather Bureau at San Fran- 
cisco predicted “the most severe storiy 
of the winter” and hardly had the mes- 
sage been received Wednesday after- 
noon when gales swept the city and 
county. 

The Weather Bureau warns of gales 
up to 70 miles an hour velocity from 
Eureka to Santa Barbara. The storm 1s 
headed inland from the Farrallones 
and— 

“The weather bureau predicted the 
storm will reach full force over Calh- 
fornia tonight, bringing heavy rain and 
high wind, and diminishing tomorrow.”
